W a s h in g to n * , Dec. 9 .— Mr. Leedom has 
been gathering some additional facts bear­ 
ing on the defalcation of Cashier 8dCbtt 
There has been a good deal of speculation 
as to why Silcott took up a number of 
notes at tho National Metropolitan bank 
just before 
he 
disappeared. 
Mr. 
Leedom hes just secured an explana­ 
tion, 
which 
is to 
the 
effect 
that 
the casher forged the names of the mem­ 
bers of the House and other persons to not 
less than thirty-five notes, aggregating 
$14,500, and it was these notes which he 
took up Nor. 27. 
It is Mr. Leedom’s 
theory that Silcott’s object in paying out 
this large sum of money, which he might 
just as well have carried off, was to avoid 
extradition. 
After examining 
Mr. Balantine, the 
paying teller of the 
sergeant-at-arms’ 
office, as to the method of doing business 
in the office, the special committee of in­ 
vestigation turned its attention to that 
branch of the question. 
Careful exam­ 
ination will be made of the notes, and it is 
the opinion 
of several 
members 
of 
the 
eommitte 
who 
have 
* some 
legal reputation 
that 
if 
they turn 
out to be forged, then Silcott may still be 
extradited, providing sufficient proof upon 
that point is obtainable, notwithstanding 
his precaution in taking up and presum­ 
ably destroying the notes. 
Then, too, Mr. 
Leedom states that Silcott made off with 
Bottle of his personal funds, which, if true, 
would place him fairly within the grasp 
of tbe extradition laws. 
Meanwhile Mr. Leedom has been taking 
steps to cause the arrest of the defaulter*, 
with which the committee has not con­ 
cerned itself. 
A rumor was current that 
Silcott had been captured at Albany, but 
confirmation was lacking. 
Mr. Leedom 
has received an unsigned letter from New 
York saying that Silcott was seen at the 
Grand Central depot Monday night and 
that he purchased two tickets for Buffalo. 
This will form the subject of immediate 
inquiry. 
F indings of th e C om m ittee. 
W a s h in g to n , Dec. 9 .—The committee 
investigating the Silcott defalcation have 
come to the conclusion that members of 
Congress have no redress against the 
government or against Leedom, and that 
nothing can be done, except to lock the 
stable door after the horse has been stolen. 
Leedom’s bond, such as it was, expired 
with the Fiftieth Congress, on the 4th of 
last March, and he has been acting with­ 
out bond ever since. 
Congressman Payne, on behalf of the 
committee, will introduce a bill in the 
House establishing a similar system of 
paying the salaries of members to that 
which now prevails in the Senate. 
There 
the Secretary is the disbursing officer. He 
draws the money from the United States 
treasury for the salaries of Senators and 
is accountable to the government for 
every cent. 
Mr. Payne’s bill will make the sergeant- 
at-arms a disbursing officer of the Spouse 
and accountable to the government just as 
the secretary of the Senate is. 
This bill 
will be put-upon passage at once. 
The 
committee will report Silcott as guilty of 
grand larceny in stealing about $10,000 of 
Leedom’s private funds and forgery as to 
tbe notes he got discounted at the Metro­ 
politan bank here, and they will call upon 
the district attorney to get him Indicted 
and extradited. 
Congressman Hitt, of Illinois, is the 
heaviest loser. 
Silcott’s departure cost 
him $5,000. 
Mills, of Texas, loses $2,900.

harrowing tale of distress in the northern 
part of that county. 
The settlers there 
are all Germans with the exception of six 
Russian Jew families and Paine is the only 
m an there speaking English. 
He brings 
a petition from the settlors appealing for 
aid, and stating that unless provided with 
clothing they will suffer severely from cold 
and are in danger of starving for want of 
food. 
Paine himself had only a pair of 
overshoes 
on 
his feet, 
but he 
de­ 
termined 
to secure assistance for the 
poor settlers, if it took every cent he 
had. 
Previously he wrote to Gov. Miller, 
of North Dakota, stating the fact fully, 
but received no reply. 
The county officers 
have told all outside inquirers that no aid 
was needed in that county, fearing that 
news of the destitution would discourage 
immigration. 
The average crop from IOO 
bushels of seed wheat this year was seven­ 
ty-five bushels and potatoes yielded only 
one-third of the amount used as seed. 
Vegetables were totally destroyed. 
The 
farmers could bongpw only small amounts 
ut money, for which they paid 3 per cent. 
month and mortgages were taken on 
their farms and personal property. 
One 
man, who recently had dinner at Paine’s 
house, said it was the first time he had 
fourth meat ip two months. 
All the food 
he had for his family was 1QP pounds of 
flour, and his wife was without shoes or a 
dress.

the defaulting cashier of the Minneapolis 
department of The St. Paul Pioneer Press, 
is

set fire to 
The 
Tribune 
building in 
order 
to 
cover up all traces of his engagement. 
The Minneapolis office of Tbe Pioneei 
Press was located in The Tribune building, 
and it having been destroyed it was found 
impossible to fasten the crime of embezzle­ 
ment upon Ostrom until the books bad 
been recovered. 
They were taken from 
the ruins Friday and an examinatiou 
showed that they had been doctored by 
Ostrom to hide his stealings. 
He was ar­ 
rested in St. Paul, taken to Minneapolis 
and made a statement under oath that he 
had embezzled $2,200, which he claims was 
lost in gambling. 
Although Ostrom has confessed to tbe 
embezlement he strongly denies that he 
set fire to the Tribune building. 
The fact 
that he left the books out of the safe on 
the night of the fire is against him, but 
Ostrom claims that he was not in the 
building after 
o’clock on the night of 
the fire. 
He says he expected a charge of 
arson would be made against him, but 
claims that the detective who shadowed 
him will corroborate his statement that he 
is not responsible for the Tribune fire.

For several weeks there have been ap­ 
peals coming from South Dakota to 
‘.‘dome over and help us.” It has been 
stated that crops in that state have been 
a total failure in many places, that there 
is great destitution caused thereby, 
that 
there 
is not 
only a scarcity 
of food and clothing, but'that many are 
crushed under the weigh I of great mort, 
gages and are abandoning {their homes. 
Personal appeals have come to the pe o- 
ple of Janesville as well as to many other 
oitiee, and the churches have taken this 
matter in hand and have made krge 
contributions to the destitute. 
On.the other hand, some of Booth Da­ 
kota’s prees is very sensative on the 
question of destitntion and starvation in 
that state. The Hamlin Oonnty Times 
prints the following editorial with the 
hope that it will have a wide publicity: 
The newspapers in the eastern states 
are continually getting their usual lying 
and base misrepresentatian in regard to 
Dakota. 
Among the many gross and 
misstatements 
that 
are being 
cir­ 
culated in these 
eastern sheets is 
a 
special 
telegram 
which 
is 
going the rounds of the European prets 
to the effect that 20,000 are in danger of 
starvation. 
These misrepresentations 
and distortions cf the actual facts are 
having the effect of diverting immigra­ 
tion from Booth Dakota to other sections 
of the west. In order to counteract these 
base mis-statements the Times requests 
its subscribers to take a personal inter­ 
est in refuting these slurs on “fair Da­ 
kota,” by writing letters, at once, to their 
friends acd acquaintances in the east 
and in Europe, stating the condition of 
affairs in their own neighborhood at the 
present time, and asking friends to en­ 
deavor to get their letters published in 
the eastern and European papers. 
Notwithstanding such a denial as this, 
there comes from Governor Millett® 
statement that there are six hundred 
families, or nearly three thousand per­ 
s i a in Miner county who are starving 
t j death, and he hopes that aid which 
will save these persons from deaih will 
ba promptly furnished, for the governor 
says, “I fear the demand will be too great 
and far too long a period for South Da­ 
kota to 
meet alone.”

immediately] 
south­ 
east of Huron, and Hamlin, where the 
drought was less destructive, some foriy 
or fifty miles northeast of Huron. 
While ,bemg confronted with these 
seemingly conflicting statements, it is 
best for the people to be governed by 
the appeals coming from communities 
where the authority for such ^destitution 
is reasonably reliable. It is better to re­ 
spond to.such en appeal as this, than not 
to respond at all.

The com­ 
mon sohool is common not as in'erior, 
not as the school for poor men’s chil­ 
dren , but as light and air and water are 
common. It ought to be the best school 
because it is the first sohool. The be­ 
ginning is one-half. Tax ouieelves for 
< ommon schools and we will never be in 
danger of taxation from a foreign power. 
We will need less taxation for the sup­ 
port of pauperism and the punishment 
of crime. Look then to the school houses. 
Bec that they are comfortable, neat ani 
tasteful. 
Look to the teachers; see 
that they are taught themselves and apt 
to teach; teachers tnat fear God and love 
their country. 
Look to the children. 
Have them muoh in your eye and always 
in yonr heart. Remember that you are 
to grow old among them; remember that 
you are to die and leave your country in 
their bauds. In the words jt a brave man 
dead: “Let other states excel in com­ 
merce, or ^agriculture, or in manufac­ 
turing, but let the staple of our state be 
mind; fie products of our soil, with God 
to bless the culture, knowledge and pa­ 
triotism , and virtue; our highest objeot 
and f ar noblest aim to the state of com­ 
mon schools, the educating state; the 
nursery of freemen.” When we have 
these common schools in their perfect­ 
ness for which I pray, and a stranger asks 
me to point out our most valued posses­ 
sions I will show him not our railroads, 
our 
warehouses, our busy ships, our 
humming factories, our fertile farms, but 
I would oatry him to one of onr publio 
Fohoole; would show him its happy, in­ 
telligent children, hushed into reverent 
silence at their teacher’s word, or ham­ 
ming over their tasks with a sound like 
that ot bees in June. 
I woald tell bim 
that there was the foundation on which 
our material prosperity 
was reared, 
that ' ere were the elements from 
which we constructed the state. Here 
are the fountains from which fljw the 
streams which make glad our land. One 
iii k we have to forge, is an American 
link, and when our young friends go 
among men, we hope they will spread a 
patriotic spirit about them. 
From oar 
knowledge of them we know they will 
and we now say, Godspeed, 
(strangers 
come to onr shores from across the sea. 
They and their children need to be in­ 
spired with a (spirit which cannon will 
herald every July. Many of them are 
more familiar with Erin’s wrongs than 
of tbs record of our martyred dead. The 
French, the German, and all oome to us 
with traditions and superstitions, with 
cradle songs Bet to martial tunes. They 
should be systematically taught, and 
the lr children as well as ours, the value, 
tho dignity, the glory of American in­ 
stitutions.
